The Schools Extend 


Their Services 


An experiment in summer education 
is about to come to a close in Georgia. 
Known as the extended school program, 
it has offered youngsters courses in arts 
and handicraft, in vocational training, 
in swimming and auto driving, in music 
appreciation and similar subjects. At- 
tendance has been purely voluntary. 

The program was made possible by 
the Minimum Foundation which permits 
a school system to use 15 per cent of 
its teachers in summer school, the state 
paying the bill. Of the 200 school sys- 
tems in the state, 84 took advantage of 
the chance to try out the project. 

Reports coming in now mark “ex- 
tended school” as a success. High school 
principals in conference at Athens last 
week see it as a boon to the whole edu- 
cational plan. 

They say its atmosphere of informal- 
ity affords opportunity for the develop- 
ment of new teaching techniques and 
for better teacher-pupil relationships. 

We like the extended school program 
because it means that for the first time 
our fine new school buildings, the 
equipment therein and highly trained 
instructor personnel are being used on 
a year-around basis. 

That makes sense. No other indus- 
try, unless necessarily seasonal, would 
put up half-million-dollar plants and 
staff them with skilled help, then let 
them stand idle three months out of 
the vear.

Russell Carried 
Many Handicaps 


WASHINGTON—Considering the handi- 
caps that his candidacy carried, Senator 
Russell made a remarkable race for the 
Democratic presidential nomination. Any 
man who polls 294 votes for the presidential 
prize at a party national convention is not 
to be written off lightly. .Nor were all of his 
votes from the Southern tier of states. He 
received a wide scattering of support all the 
way from Maine to the State of Washington. 


One of the chief handicaps which the 
Georgia senator never was quite able to 
overcome was the charge that he was a sec- 

tional candidate. It was 
pinned on him at the be- 
ginning of the preconven- 
tion campaign and it 
stuck until the end. His 
opponents used this 
means to prevent his can- 
didacy from gaining 
headway outside of the 
South. 

There was just enough 
basis for the charge for 
* it to be exploited to his 
detriment. Among the leading backers of 
his candidacy were men like Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd of Virginia and Gov, Jamies F. Byrnes 
of South Carolina, who were hell-bent on 
preventing President Truman from getting a 
third-term nomination and who were deter- 
mined to start another Southern revolt if the 
President did run for re-election. They 

hoped to use Russell to this end. 


This weighted the Russell candidacy down 
heavily from the staet. Although the Geor- 
gian sought to pitch his campaign on a high- 
er level, stating at the outset that he was 
assuming the President would not be a can- 
didate and therefore did not wish to be put 
in a position of opposing Mr. Truman, the 
stigma of the Byrnes-Byrd support was dif- 
ficult to overcome with the rank and file 
of party regulars. 

Another heavy handicap was the leader- 
ship Senator Russell had given to Southern 
forces in their successful efforts to prevent 
civil rights legislation from being passed 
in the Senate. This was a red flag to lib- 
eral elements and minority racial groups in 
the big-city states, where the balance of 
power is held by voters in this category. 
Russell bore the brunt of that issue because 
he had been the Senate floor manager of 
Southern Democrats in the fight over such 
controversial legislation. 

But a final handicap was thrust upon him 
at the Chicago convention before the first 
ballot was taken on the presidential nomina- 
tion. Virginia, South Carolina and Loui- 
siana, three of the states which were back- 
ing him wholeheartedly for the nomination, 
threw the proceedings into an -uproar by 
refusing to take even a watered-down pledge 
of loyalty to the party. That was a costly 
blow to the Georgia senator’s candidacy. 

Byrd and Byrnes did the senator’s cause 
irreparable injury by the obstinate tactics 
they employed in their delegations.

Housing Shows Difference 
In GOP, Democratic Stands 


Nt. Vernon, N. Y.—The subject of housing 
furnishes an important difference between 
the Republican and Democratic platforms. 
The Democrats promise more low-rent fed- 
eral housing projects, and defense housing; 
that is, more rental housing in areas where 
defense programs have caused an important 
influx of workers. The Republicans are 
silent on this matter, probably because the 
National Association of Real Estate Boards, 
representing the interest of landlords, is op- 
posed to federal low-rent housing and de- 
fense housing. 

Low-rent housing programs are an ad- 
vantage, not merely to those who need and 
thereby get decent housing, which they 
could not otherwise afford to pay for in 
new homes. Such housing projects are an 
advantage also to the whole community. 
For overerowded and unsanitary housing 
causes a much higher percentage of disease, 
delinquency, and destitution among the in- 
habitants and among those who live in 
decent housing, and the whole community 
pays through higher public welfare costs for 
those results of bad housing. 


The difference in platforms in this case 
represents a difference in the opposing can- 
didates’ ideas. For General Eisenhower is 
on record against federal subsidies, which 
is a necessary part of the low-rent housing 
program. Senator Sparkman, the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential nominee, on the 
other hand, has consistently voted for funds 
for the low-rent housing program, and also 
sponsored the unsuccessful program for 
housing projects for the middle income 


groups.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3—The super- 
liner, United States, America’s 
first lady of the deep and undis- 
puted holder of the Atlantic blue 
ribbon for speed, has far outdis- 
tanced the British superliner, 
Queen Elizabeth, in a dash across 
the Atlantic. The American ship 
is expected to reach New York 
tomorrow eight hours ahead of 
the Cunard Line flagship. 

The vessels left French ports 
early Thursday at approximately 
the same time—the United States 
from Le Havre, the Queen Eliza- 
beth from Cherbourg. 


MEET OFF CORNWALL 


Later that day they met off 
Bishop’s Rock, near the tip of 
Cornwall, England. | 

At noon today the United States 
reported her position about 480 
miles east of New York. The ship. 
had covered 776 nautical miles in’ 
the preceding 24 hours at an av- 
erage speed of 31.04 knots. This 
was considerably below the 34.51 
knots she averaged on her maiden. 
westbound voyage last month. | 

It was in excess of the normal 
speed of the Cunard Queens. 

During the same 24-hour period 
the Queen Elizabeth covered 696 
nautical miles reportedly main- 
taining an average speed of 27.84 
knots. Like the American. ship, 
she also disclosed her position at 
non today. The ship at that hour 
was 720 miles from New York. 


DECLINES CONTEST 


Since the Flizabeth is known to 
possess a far greater speed than 
this, she apparently declined to 
compete with the flagship of the 
American Merchant Marine. Of- 
ficials of the line were unavail-| 
able for comment tonight but the 
line previously announced publicly 
that neither of their Queens, the.

would compete with the United 
States for the blue ribbon. | 

The Queen Mary, which did not 
participate in this Atlantic dash, 
is the faster of the Queens.

These nine LPs, three taken up 
with Ravel’s work, and the other 
six, featuring Gieseking both alone 
and with orchesrta, constitute what, 
is undoubtedly the greatest contri- 
bution to pianoferte recordings’ 
since the advent of the long-playing 
disk. | 

Perhaps the highest tribute that 
he paid to Ravel and Casadesus is 
that after more than two hours of 
playing by one artist of one com- 
poser’s work the listener is not 
tired or bored but ready for more. | 
It is true that the sequence of the 
composition has been wisely chosen 
by Casadesus but this does not 
lessen one’s amazement at the 
versatility and originality of Ravel 
nor does it diminish in the slight- 
est one's respect for Casadesus’ un- 
derstanding and execution of these 
magnificent pieces. Ravel consid- 
ered Casadesus his foremost inter-' 
preter (they often toured together 
on concerts) and the latter was 
practically ordained to do this job 
—and what a superb one it is. 

Add to Ravel’s work the Prel- 
udes I and II, Bergamasque Suite, | 
‘and the Children’s Corner Suite of

The other three recordings fea-. 
turing Gieseking are almost equally 
good; on one he plays the Bee- 
thoven Concerto No. 4 with Kara- 
“jan conducting the Philaharmonic 
Orchestra; Gieseking and Karajan 
leave nothing to be desired but the 
orchestra has certain shortcom- 
ings. Another LP couples the Mo- 
zart Concerto in A (K. 488) and 
Franck’s Symphonic Variations, 
again with Karajan and the Phil- | 
harmonia; it has the big virtues 
and the few small faults of the 
Beethoven concerto. The final disk 
couples Schuman’s Kinderscenen 
and Brahm’s Intermezzi: Horowitz 
and Novaes have done the Child- 
hood Seenes and one should listen 
to all three before deciding: the 
Intermezzi, which are on LP for, 
the first time, sound a bit heavy-

According to Dr. Elliott J. Jos- 
lin and his associates there are 
more than 25 million persons in 
the United States and Canada
